This is 
one reason Cezanne's, art is studied 
by the modern "artist who is trying 
to state clearly that beauty lies in 


He was spoken of as the most vio- 
lent of revolutionaries in art of his 
day, yet he was a timid man wno 
really believed in only one thing »nd 
labouring incessantly to express this 
"his little sensation" of nature. 


Ceianne^s idea of drawing is bas- 


ed upon the idea that the artists 
first and most important task is to 
create the sensation of rhythmical 
movement of lines and ordered sen- 
sations of depth. His drawing is 
not a drawing of outline; it « a 
drawing of space. Every object in

his personal correspondence, and, 
rumor has it, that he even signed 
his check* with the butterfly, 
In 1872 Whistler painted the two 
nlctures -with which he won most 
fameTone,. "The Portrait of My 
Mother", and the other, "The Por- 
trait of '"hornas Carlyle." The for- 
mer picture was Whistler's 
first 
portrait and as such was an experi- 
ment, being painted on the reverse 
side of an ordinary white primed 
canvas. 
He had started another 
painting in oil on the same side 
which was scraped off for this pic- 
ture. 
For this picture he used 
scarcely any paint. The picture is 
a natural pose of his mother, sug- 
gesting quietness and great tran- 
quillity, a beautiful thing in re- 
strained color. Little else is known 
about the picture until in 1872 when 
he showed it for the first time, hop- 
ing to place it in the Academy. Its 
entrance was refused but later, in 
1891, after the death of his mother 
it waa aold and taken to the Lux- 
embourg Gallery. This portrait, a 
most complete harmony, with such 
a sense of design and pattern, was 
awarded a gold medal in Salon in 
1884. 
Upon Whistler's death' he be- 
lieved that some day his "Portrait 
of His Mother" would "be the i.rst 
among American works of art to 
pass the portals of the famous Lon- 
ore.

T 


HE discipline of the school aims to develop 


in the young that power of self-control 


without which no one ever attains to real man- 
hood or womanhood. 
If the will be broken or 


if it be merged into the will of some temporary 
external authority, the sense of personal re- 
sponsibility is destroyed. 
Either the loss of 


initiative or the recklessness which follows as 
soon as the restraint from without is removed 
is the social penalty which must be paid for 
conscripting the will of adolescent boys and 
girls. 


It is in this conscription of the will of the in- j 


dividual in its most formative period that the 
greatest 
danger 
from 
compulsory 
military 


training in the high school lies. Military train- 
ing without the subordination and the repres- 
sion of the individual will is powerless to ac- 
complish it's purpose. It gives the form with- 
out the substance. 
The numerous volunteer 


companies of high school cadets that have had 
their brief day and are now no more offer mute 
testimony to the failure of that sort of military 
training which is not supported by compulsion 
and by the kind of authority which can exact 
unreasoning obedience. 
On the other hand, to 


subject high school boys to a system of disci- 
pline which can demand 
for its success the 


utter subordination of the individual to the com- 
mands of external authority is to inhibit the 
development of a reasoning obedience to the 
teachings of an enlightened intellect, a refined 
sensibility, and a balanced judgment. 


The discipline of the school is the discipline 


of consent. It is the discipline which seeks to 
train the intellect, the feelings, and the will in 
such a manner thEt there is a compulsion from 
within to obey their behests. From this kind 
of obedience which derives its validity from a 
"categorical imperative" will flow the sclf-con- 


per cent of taxation of millionaires (Wall 
Street and that bunch of Pennsylvania 
tariff-fed hogs who lifted Mellon out of 
political obscurity and wished him on 
Harding for the purpose) upon the mass 
of taxpayers.
